The CcHimittee will engage in continuing oversight of the Agency's 
implementation of the CIA Information Act and looks forward to receiving the 
Agency's first s^ni -annual report under Section 3(b) of the Act on April 15,

The Committee strongly urges the Agency to include in its responses to 
initial requests for records under the Freedcro of Information Act a reference 
to the provisions of the CIA Information Act along with the usual statutory 
reference to the Freedom of Information Act. By indicating in its initial 
response to an EDIA requester that his request will be processed in accordance 
with the Freedon of Information Act and the Central Intelligence Agency ' 
Information Act, eis applicable, the Agency would give fair notice to 
requesters of the statutes which govern their request.
